Life  S  truing 

The  life-saving  class  this  year  was  the  largest  ever  to  go  into  train- 
ing in  the  Berkeley  High  School  pool.  The  class  took  a  ten-week 
course  in  preparation  for  the  examinations  which  were  held  under 
the  supervision  of  Red  Cross  examiners.  The  instruction  was  given 
twice  a  week  by  Coach  Frank  Gross. 

The  instruction  included  all  the  subjects  prescribed  by  the  Red  Cross, 
such  as  proper  carries  through  the  water,  approaches  to  a  drowning  per- 
son, and  breaks  of  different  strangle  holds.  Each  of  these  topics  is  divided 
into  several  parts,  and  the  boys  were  coached  in  each  of  these  parts.  The 
training  also  included  the  application  of  resuscitation,  better  known  as 
artificial  respiration,  whereby  a  drowned  person  is  brought  back  to  con- 
sciousness.
